The  Firft  Famous  Hiftory. 

He  Maid  of  Aathinif'as, ,a  Wine- Merchant, 

I  was  called  to  Her  :  finding  Her  lick  at 
«  Heart,  and  Tick  of  a  Feavor,  with  great  pain 
&  jn  Her  Head  ;  Her  Puls  was  quick  and  weak, 

,  and  fomewhat  unequal, but  kept  her  ItrengHi: 

tJSMl  She  had  two  fmall  Puitules  about  the  bignefs 
of  Anifeed  ,  read  and  painful;  one  in  the 
Tight  Dug,  and  the  other  in  that  part  of  the  Bread, where  theRtbbs 
meet  and  joyn  together .

A  certain  figne  of  the  Plague.  I  prefcribed  her  a  Sudorifical  , 
Drink,  which  put  her  into  a  fweat  all  that  night,  by  which  fhe  was 
much  refrefhed  :  which  Sudorifick  was  thus  made. 

The  ExiraU  of  Cardm  Benediclmy  and  Salt  of  Wormwood ,  each  one 
Scruple:  of  the  Salt  of  Car  duns  half  a  Scrup'ey  of  Treacle  Androm 
me  Dramj  of  Treacle-water  and  Car  dm  Benedict  m  water  each  one  ounce 
fifteen  Drops  of  Oyl  of  Vitriol,  Let  thefe  be  made  a  Drink. 

The  next  day  the  Pnftules  were  as  broad  as  the  Nail  of  your 
Thumb,  and  were  blackifh  Carbuncles,  having  upon  the  top  of 
them  a  little  Blather,  which  being  crufhed,  there  came  out  a  black 
venemous  Matter  •  and  then  the  Carbuncle  (which  before  lay  hid) 
now  appeared:  upon  which  we  lay’d  Unguent  urn  Apofiolorum ,  & 
Baji:icumy  and  a  PUyfter  of  Diachu  'urn  cum gummis.  \ 

And,  to  quench  her  ThirlR  We  gave  her  this  Juleb  •  Of  Cardty 
water  one  pound ,  of  S cabins  and  Vinegar  of  each  half  a  pound  y  SirrupoJ 
Citrons  two  ounces^  and  Oyl  of  Vitriol  as  much  at  to  make  it  gufiful 
Let  thefe  be  made  into  a  Juleb. 

In  the  afternoon  I  gave  her  the  Sudorifical  Drink  again,  upon 
which  having  fweat  well,  then  that  Carbuncle,  the  which  was  in  the 
middle  of  theRibhs,  where  they  meet,  and  then  thePoultefs  which 
I  took  care  to  be  prepared,  was  lay’d  to  the  Carbuncle,  and  fhifted 
thrice  a  day. 

I  appointed  them  to  take  the  quantity  of  a  Hafle-nut  three  or 
four  times  a  day,  of  this  Eleftuary. 

Of  Species  Liter  antis  one  Dramy  Elecampane ,  of  Candid  Orange - 
pidey  of  Diafcordium  Fracafloriu 

Then  we  gave  the  Juleb  again  (  and  the  Boches  feparated  from 
theadjoyning  parts)  and  a  CleanfingOintmentj  mingled  with  Un¬ 
guent-urn  Apofiolorum ,  Anointed  three  or  four  times  with  itj  and 
then  with  the  Unguentum  Aureumy  which  brought  it  to  a  Scar,  the 
fcallow  place  being  filled  with  Fiefli,  She  Recovered.

the  Cures  of  the  Plague* 
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4-  Nrn  Domini  i  <5  3  5,  The  Summer  was  very  hot,  Famous  for 
S  this.,  That  the  two  Potent  Armies  of  France  and  Holland  be- 
&£gt&  :LovanFiti  Brabant :  In  this  Sommer,  'the  Plague,  which  then 
was>  very  Malignant  and  Peftilential ,  and  begun  to  be  bad  iti  No- 
viomagenfir ,  by  the-  coming  of  the  twa  Armies :  ~jM  cure  of 
thisDifeafe,  by  reafonof  the  Newnefs  of  it ,  was  difficult  at  the 
firlf  :  but  not  long  after  we  found  ,  in  that  Plague  >  that  let- 
in*  of  blood  was  very  good  for  the  Sicknefs.  About  the  end  of 
September  this  Feaver  was  much  abated,  fo  that  fewer,  then  fell  lick 
of  it:  but,  in  molt  of  thofe  whowere  lick  of  this  Diftemper,  had 
Red  and  Purple  Spots.  At  the  end  of  Ottober  many  were  lick  with¬ 
out  thefe  Spots,  and  died  in.two  dayes :  then  letting  of  Blood  was 
very  hurtful  :  at  November  it  began  to  be  very  bad.

Sinw£mS.^t  himfelf  cured  ,buthad  not  gone  toAod-for 
i'ome  days,  I  gave  him  feme  Peftilentiall  pills, .  halt  a  dram ,  a  ei 
which  he  went  to  (tool  twice  or  thrice;  and after  that  wanted  no 
more  Medicines,  being  fully  recovered.

IN  this  acute  Difeafe  delayes  are  very  dangerous,and  I  have  often 
obferved  thofe,whoin  thebegining  of  the  difeafe  takeMedifines, 
are  foon  cured  ,  but  being  neglefted  in  the  beg.nrng,  the  danger 
is  very  great  :  as  Senneftns  faith,  lib.  4.  de  Febrtbm  cap.  6.  I  think 
many  men  died  becafife  they  took  Antidotes  nofooner,and  t^t 
many  m  wht  have  been  preferved,if  taken  before  the  poifon  had  cor 
rupted  the  humoursrand  I  have  obferved  that  thofe  whona^en 
medicines  at  firfthave  done'  well*  but  if  .thty  do  not  take  any 
thing  within  12.  hours  after  they  are  ill,  not  one  in  a  hundred 

efcapes.  . 
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Erhnrhi  Luc M,  one  who  fold  Cherries  in  the  Street  Hejla, 
had  the  Plague, with  a  high  Feavour,he  had  alfo  great  pain, 
and  head-ach,an  inward  burning,  drinefs  of  tongue, thirft, 
and  paine  under  his  arme,  without  a  fwelling,he  took  two 
Xntidotes,  by  which  he  fweat  very  much  ;  but  after  the  fecond 
fweatino  in  Head  of  the  fwelling  under  his  arme,  there  came  a  great 
Carbuncle;  from  which  I  prefaged  his  death  ;  the  third  day  he

I  Ames  FtnAer,  a  valiant  Captain,  perceiving  himfelfe  infefted 
having  a  great  pain  under  his  arme,  without  a  fwellin*,  pre- 
fently  upon  his  own  head  fent  for  a  Chyrurgion  •  he  let  him 

blood  under  his  arme,  having  taken  fome  ounces  oF  blood  he 

went  whom  ;  forthwith  he  was  taken  with  a  great  trembling  he 
vomited  exceedingly  with  great  paine  of  heart  and  decay  of 
urength  :  then  tney  fent  to  me,  I  gave  him  a  Sudorifick  Electua¬ 
ry,  which  he  vomited  up  .•  I  gave  him  another  Antidote  which  lie 
kept,but  could  not  fweat  .•  the  next  day  the  Feaver  increafed  much, 
thelick  man  was  exceeding  thirfty  butcaft  up  all  drinks,  he  grew

A  Certain  Laundrefs,  by  name  Belt*,  who  wafhed  clothes  in; 
ours  and  many  other houfes,fhe  ferved  Gertruda,  the Maid 
of  Dinpmer  dc  Raet ,  who  was  lick  ot  the  Plague,  and  lay 
down  in  the  Garden*  when  as  I  had  adminiftr.ed  divers 
Medecines  unto  her,  and  having  cut  off  the  Carbuncle,  Hie  was 
then  in  ci0od  health,  at  which  the  Servants  of  Dimmer  ds  Kaet  were 
very  p lad  •  yet  I  faw  this  woman  very  fad,  and  oftentimes  fetching 
very  great  fighs,  and  often  to  weep  :  I  once  between  her  and  my 
felf  enquired  the  caufe  of  her  mourning,  but  at  the  firft  time  I 
could  get  nothing  out  of  her,  but  at  length  by  many  fair  words 
extorted  from  her,  that  fhe  would  tell  the  caufe  of  her  grief  to  me, 
upon  this  account,  that  I  would  fwear  unto  her  never  to  tell  any 
thin*  of  it, nor  of  the  event  thereof,  which  accordingly  I  did. ;  then 
fhe  with  tears  in  her  eyes faid,  I  knew  well  enough  that  this  Maid 
would  not  dye  but  live,  but  the  wife  of  Dimmer*  deRaet  will  cer¬ 
tainly  dye,  who  lovethmevery  well,  and  therefore  am  I  fofad.

I  asked  her  how  (he  could  pofiibly  know  that,  when  as  ihe  now  Ji- 
vethfo  far  off?  I  faw,  faid  {he,  upon  the  floor  in  his  houfe,  at  the 
gate  of  the  great  forward  chamber,  herghoft  without  a  head  clo¬ 
thed,  and  holding  the  key  in  her  hand,  as  if  {he  would  have  o- 
pened  the  door ;  which  fight  was  very  frequently  feen  by  me,  and 
very  troublefome  to  me.  But  whofoever’s  ghoft  I  fa  without  a 
head,  then  I  prefaged  her  death,  which  within  a  few  moneths  after 
fell  out  in  this  manner:  I  was  glad  that  I  had  an  opportunity  to  know 
whether  there  were  any  thing  certain  in  theDo&rine  of  Spirits,  of  . 
which  there  was  fo  much  talk.  Dimmers  de  Ragt ,  together  with  his 
wife,  dwelt  at  Utrecht ,  whether  they  fled  long  before  for  fear  of  the 
Plague ;  I.  writ  to  him  again,  not  to  come  home  before  Winter  ° 
what  came  of  it  ?  after  forne  weeks  his  wife  was  taken  ill  of  the 
Plague,  although  there  was  no  Sicknefs  in  the  Houfe  nor  Town, 

and  very  fhortly  after  died.

SOcrates.  teftifieth  of  himfelf,  that  at  a  certain  time  he  had  a 
£cuy.ov  not  feen  by  him  now  and  then,  but  was  familiar  with 
him  all  his  life,  who  dehorted  him  always,  exhorted  him  never. 
.Plato  leaning  upon  this  reft,  who  knew  that  Socrates  was  a  faithful, 
man,  and  would  notfor  the  faving  of  his  life  lye  or  do  any  thing 
that  was  not  good  ;  he  taught  by  his  own  experience  that  there 
were  Ghofts,  he  confirmed  the  Doftrine  by  many  ftich  like  rea- 
fons ;  after  this  much  hath  been  faid  by  many  of  it,  fome  are  mor¬ 
tal,  fome  are  immortal,  fome  onely  evil,  fome  that  are  good,  fome 
weak,  others  powerful,  fome  fenfitive,  others  not,  fome  that  they  % 
do  couple  and  breed,  others  that  they  have  their  being  out  of  two 
of  the  Elements,  fome  that  they  are  meer  (pedes  feparated  front 
the  Object,  others  are  thought  to  be  in  the  air,  for$e  are  intelli¬ 
gent  ;  and  they  have  delivered  many  more  of  the  like  Dreams,  to^

FOrefim  relatetli  a  Story  of  a  Woman,  who  was  taken  with  a  , 
Swelling  of  the  Plague  •  That,  Ihe  lying  with  her  Husband,  ha-  * ' 
ving  the  Sore  on  her ,  he  not  knowing  of  it,  prefently  got  the  In- ' 
fe&ion  of  her,  fo  that  fhe  was  wholly  freed  from  the  Plague,  and 
her  Swelling  went  away :  For  her  Husband  did  wipe  her  poy- 
fon  (as  it  were)  with  a  Spunge,  and  feemed  to  have  kept  it  for  him- 
felf.  I  believe  this  commonly  comes  by  many  Women,  who,  ha¬ 
ving  the  French  Pox,  give  it  to  their  Husbands  s  thus  divers  take 
the  Infettion.

CAfiUneut  Bifcoty  (  April  26.)  In  the  afternoon  began  to 
be  ill:  about  Evening  he  was  in  great  anguiib ,  and  was 
very  reftlefs  all  the  night;  the  next  time  I  favv  him  he 
was  pretty  ftrong,  and  complained  of  nothing  but  the 
Pain  at  his  Heart;  for,  there  was  neither  Heat,  Head-ach,  nor  Vo¬ 
miting,  nor  any  other  evil  Symptome:  and  his  Pulfe,  though  quick 
and  weak,  yet  there  was  no  intermitting.  He  faid,  His  Heart  was 
as  it  were  in  a  Prefs :  I  gave  him  this  Antidote.  ^

That  night  fhe  Sweated  a  little,  without  any  refreshing  ;  the 
third  day  of  her  difeafe  fhe  took  what  was  prefcribed  the  day  be¬ 
fore  ;  In  the  Morning  fhe  took  this  rollowing  Powder,  di flolved  in 
the  former  Mixture,  viz. „ 

Of  the  Oriental  Bez,oar  1  5  Or, 

Pulvis  Liber  antis  1  Scruple. 

Oriental  Saffron  3  Gr . 

In  the  evening  there  came  forth  fome  Purple  Spots,  and  the  next 
night  flie  died. 

In  the  whole  courfe  of  her  Sicknefs  there  was  no  Feaverim 
fymptome ,  neither  Drouth?  Drynefs  of  Tongue  ,  or  Heat,  nor  a 
Difcoloured  Water,  nor  any  of  the  like ;  but  her  Heart  was  much 
pained,  not  by  reafon  of  thePutrifa&ion  of  theHumours,  but  from 
the  Malignant  quality  of  the  Peftilential  Poyfon,  whichfeemed  to 
have  infinuated  into  the  very  fubftance  of  her  Heart:  Thus  we 
have  obferved  in  many  others,  thofe  great  and  conftant  Paines  of 
the  Heart,  (beginning  with  the  Sicknefs)  is  very  ominous,  if  not. 
abated  by  the  firlh  or  fecond  Antidote. 
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CHriftvpher  De  Fmr,  (whole  Sign  was  Amficrim,  )  upon 
the  feventh  of  April,  his  Maid  had  a  hard  Pelhlentiall 
Swelling,  about  the  bignefs  of  a  Hens  Egg,  under  her 
rioht  Arme,  yet  Ihewas  not  Feavenfh  ,  neither  did  per¬ 
ceive  any  diftemper  in  any  other  part  of  her  Body  but  where  the 
Swelling  was }  <he  did  her  bufmefs  (as  Ihe  ufed  to  do)  and  that  as 
chearfufly  as  before,  only  Iheconld  not  move  her  right  Arme  fo 
freely  as  fhe  did  before :  She  would  take  no  Medecines .  Ihe  put  a 
Plavfter  of  DUchulum  upon  the  Swelling,  which  prefently  broughi 
it  unto  a  fuppuration,  fo  that  it  broke,  and  much  Matter  run  out; 
and  thus  was  Ihe  (without  any  more  trouble)  healed.

Some  do  determine.  That  the  Plague  isaPeftilential  Feaver, 
and  that  a  Feaver  is  fo  effential  to  the  Plague,  that  there  never 
was,  nor  ever  can  be  a  Plague  without  a  Fever :  But  now,  whether 
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the  Reciprocation  of  the  Definition  would  follow,  That  every  Fea- 
vor  is  a  pernicious  Plague  or  no,  I  much  doubt ;  nay,  it  is  abfurd  fo 
to  think  :  and,befides  Reafon,  Experience  teacheth  the  contrary,  - 
for,  oftentimes  we  have  a  Feaver  without  any  Plague,  and  often 
the  Plague  taketh  one  without  this  Feaver ;  which  is  molt  mamtelt 
in  tbofe,  who,  being  taken  lick  of  the  Plague,  are  dead  immediate¬ 
ly  .  although  in  feme  the  Heart  is  fo  Wrong,  that  it  is  ab.e  to  fe  d 
forth  the  Malignant  diftemper  into  a  Swelling,  or  Carbuncle,  and 
that  without  any  Fever  at  all  appearing  in  them ;  An  Example  of 
which  we  have  in  the  forecited  Story,  many  Examples  of  which  we 
have  feen  during  this  Plague  among  us.  Thus  a  fo  Mercunalu ;  tel- 
iethus  (in  his  Book  De  P efie,  cap.  6.)  of  feveral,  who  have  had  Ri- 
fmgsin  their  Groins,  yea,  in  their  very  Privities  ,  both  Men  and 
Women,  who  have  broken  them  themfelves,  without  any  further 
detriment :  See  more  of  the  Confirmation  of  this  thing  in  the 
i  Book#  Cap*  12,  Ann,  2.  in  my  fdf. 
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THe  Wife  of  James  Bacrfuelt,  a  ftrong  Woman, about  thirty 
years  of  Age,  who  being  taken  Sick  of  the  Plague,  had  a 
Carbuncle  in  her  right  fide,  under  her  fpurious  Ribbs ; 
fhe  had  a  Feaver  alfo,  which  made  her  very  reliefs  and 
indifpofed ;  fhe  took  diverfe  Antidotes  and  Sudorifjcks :  Notwith- 
Randing  allthefe,  the  Difeafe  continued  Rill  at  its  height,  untill 
the  fourth  day, then  it  run  extreamly,more  then  ordinarily  theyufed 
to  do  •  which,  when  I  knew,  I  gave  her  a  Sudorifick,  viz,.

Bv  thefe  twoMedecines  her  Running  was  fomewhat  leflened, 
but  was  not  quite  flopped  before  the  fifth  day :  the  Carbuncle,  by 
the  lavin*  on  of  our  Poultefs,  was  brought  to  a  Suppuration,  and 
in  a  jfhorttime  was  quite  healed ;  and  the  Patient*  within  a  few 
daves  after,  in  as  good  health  as  (he  was  before.

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A  Certain  Chyrurgion  being  taken  Tick  of  the  Plague,  and 
prefently  removed  to  a  neighbouring  Village,  called  Lent; 
and  there  was  laid  in  a  fmali  clofe  Chamber,  fuftering  no 
one  of  his  Companions  to  come  nigh  unto  him :  upon  the 
twelfth  of  April ,  in  the  afternoon  I  went  to  viiit  him,  and  found  him 
in  a  hi^h  Feaver,very  weak  and  indifpofed  ;  his  Tongue  was  hard, 
with  a  Cruft  over  it :  I  prefcribed  him  this  Antidote,  viz,.

He  Sweat  much,  with  great  eafe,  and  the  Swelling  in  his  Groine 
broke  which  I  told  him  would  be  very  fuddenly,  becaufe  of  the 
Preat  pain  which  he  had  ;  the  next  day  he  was  much  better,  and  the 
fame  Sudorifick  being  admimftred,  the  fwelhng  increafed  fome- 
thincs ;  then  the  Patient  being  foolifli  (  as  many  Chyrurgions  are) 
I  no“  knowin*  of  it,  anointed  the  Sore  with  an  Oymment  madeof 
Mercury :  upon  thisOvntment  his  Swelling  parted,  his  Feaver  was 
as  bad  as  ever,  great  liftlefsnefs  and  much  Vomiting  following,  and 
his  ftrength  that  night  much  abated ,  fo  that  the  next  aay  he  could

IT  is  very  likely  that  a  Carbuncle  fometimes  may  be  in  theTuni- 
cles  of  the  Belly,  no  lefs  than  in  the  other  Bowels,  and  it  produ¬ 
ced  a  deadly  Vomiting  :  but  yet  I  do  not  fay  that  the  Peftilential 
Vomiting  hath  this  for  its  caufe :  which  followeth  hence,  became 
many  efcape  with  Vomiting  only,  which  could  not  be,  it  this  Vo¬ 
miting  proceeded  from  no  other  caufe  than  this.  Let  it  be  what  it 
will,  I  know  no  Phyfician  to  have  taken  notice  of  thefe  Carbuncles, 
only  of  late  fohannes  Van  Helmont  Writeth,  that  he  obferved  this 
himfelf  in  a  Body  he  Differed :  and  found  the  Stomack  to  be  co¬ 
vered  with  a  treble  Cruft,  never  obferved  before  by  any.

Directions,  although  fhe  was  in  much  an- 
guifh,  and  fhe  patiently  induredher  Sweat  until!  the  feventh  day,  \ 
notwithftanding  the  noyfomenefs  of  it,  for  fhe  fliifted  not  her  felfe 
all  that  while  :  for,  I  told  her  that  it  was  very  dangerous  to  fhift 
her  felf,  but,  that  no  damage  would  accrew  by  induring  the  noy- 
fomenefsof  thefmell  of  the  Sweat :  And,  although  on  the  feventh 
day  fhe  found  no  alteration,  yet  fhe  willingly  continued  in  that 
Sweat  till  the  ninth  day,  though  the  feventh  day -fhe  was  worfe  than 

I  before. 

If  any  Feaver  had  been  in  this  time,  fhe  might  know  then  that  fhe 
had  taken  the  Infection,  though  there  fnould  no  figne  appear  :  for 
many  times  (though  at  the  firil)  nothing  of  the  Plague  appeares, 
yet  it  turnes  to  it  in  a  few  homes.  Though  this  feldome  happens,  as 
both  Montana  and  Fo  r  eft  us  fay,  There  are  abundance  of  continued 
Feaver fome  Tertian 5  &c.  which  quietly  turne  to  the  Plague  :  There¬ 
fore  I  jiidge  it  very  good  to  Adminiller  Phyfick as  if  it  were  the 
Plague  ;  and  not  tollay  untill  llrength  failes»and  the  Difeafe  growes 
defperate:  For,  if  you  neglect  at  full,  the  Venome  will  befo 
rooted  in  the  Heart,  that  Medecines  will  do  no  good  :  for  we  mull 
-  not  flay  from  Oppugning  this  Enemy  ttntill  he  comes  out  of  his 
’  .  '  H  lurking

larking  places,  and  openly  appears :  nor  leave  off  until!  you 

utterly  fubdued  him,  as  we  in  this  Cure  did. 

Butitfeldomecomestopafs  in  others  as  in  this  Patient ,  that  no 
Symptomes  fhould  appear  of  the  Plague  before  the  Critical  day  : 
for,  although  neither  Carbuncles,  Swellings,  nor  any  Tokens  do  ap¬ 
pear,  we  are  not  prefently  to  conclude  (as  the  Common  People  do) 
That  they  have  not  the  Plague  :  for  it  may  lye  hid  a  long  while  e- 
fore  it  appears  to  be  the  Plague  :  and  many  times  the  Malignity  of 
the  Poyfon  kills,  before  it  appears,  as  it  is  generally  known  :  tor  in 
divers,  the firft  time  fuch outward  Symptomes  appear,  is  aiter  tney 
are  dead :  and  many  times  ftrength  is  fo  weak,  that  it  cannot  expel 
the  Venome  to  the  outward  Parts. 
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
